SCHISM IS DUE TO THIS. 


POLYGAMY TOO, IT IS DECLARED, 
Is STILL PRACTICED. 


Modern Branch in Annual Revival 
Near Kansas City and Horrifying 
Charges Are Made by 
the Elders.

KANSAS CITY. Mo., Aug. 2%.—There 
bittre war between the two sections of the 
Mormon Church. One branch, known as 
the Josephites, is holding its annual revival 
at Washington Park. The Utah sect is 
known as the Brighamites. The latter be- 
lieve in plural marriages, and, it is charged 
by the Joscephites, in other strange and un- 
natural doctrines, which the Josephites

have given up. At the entrance to the 
park runs this legend: *‘Reorganized 
Church of Jesus Obrist-—-Should Not Be 


Mistaken for the Utah Mormons.” 

“How do we differ from the Utah Mor- 
mons?’ said a patriarchial elder yesterday 
who formerly dweit in Salt Lake City, as 
did his father before him. ‘“‘We do not be- 
lieve in or practice poiygamy; neither do 
we believe that Adam was God. Neither 
will we ever practice the blood atonement.” 
“Yes,"’ said the Reverned Frank Shea, 
“Those are the doctrines we have cast 
away.’ 

Then the speakers told in simple words 
of startling things in the Utah Church. 
There polygamy is still secretly fostered 


and practiced they declared. ‘It is one of 
the neceseary tenets,’’ said the Rev. Mr. 
Ghea, “that Adam is God. These things

Trouble in a Laclede Avenue Saloon

Frank B. Ward shot, 
fatally inpured,

Charles McCosh in the 
saloon at 2601 Laclede avenue, Monday 
morning. Ward is under arrest and the 
wounded man is in the City Hospital. 


The saloon in which the shooting oc- 
curred has been open only one month, 
| Ward is tne proprietor and has never be- 
fore attracted police attention. He says 
| at the time of the shooting there was but 
one other man in the saloon, a negro, 
| whose does not know. He claims

to have acted in self-defense. Capt. Joyce 
is looking for this negro, and until an eye- 
witness is examined will advance no theory. 
McCosh cannot speak though not uncon- 
scious. The bullet entered the brain just 
behind the right ear and Dr. Nietert does 
not know where it is and will not under- 
take an operation. 
The statement of Ward is that MoCosh 
after playing cards in the saloon Sunday 
morning claimed that he was short $4. He 
said Ward took the money and gave $1 
worth of chips but no change.

| Professional Diver Had Plenty of 
Time to Jump, but He Delayed 
Until Policeman Roberts 
Arrested Him. 


Harry Harmon, one of the fancy high- 
divers at Forest Park Highlands, attempted 
to jump from the Eads bridge at 10 o’clock 
Monday morning. Officer Roberts; who pa- 
trols the bridge, prevented him. 

Apparently, everything was done by his 
managers to let the officer know that Har- 
mon intended to jump. 

The tip was given to a select number of 
the habitues of the Highlands, who began 
to arrive at the bridge before 9 o'clock. 
By 9:30 they were strung out at intervals 
the full length of the middle’span of the 
bridge. One of them was a woman,

Patrolman Roberts did not take the hint, 
however, so more drastic measures were 
taken to advertise the jump. At 10 o'clock 


Policeman Roberts was in the middle of the 
bridge, talking to a reporter, whom he took 
to be a new arrival in town. He was un- 
suspecting. A young man, with the air of 
an attache of a theater or a circus, walked 
by him, swerved out into the roadway. 
turned, made signs toward the west end 
of the bridge, and then walked rapidly back 
toward the St. Louis side. Officer Roberts 
was just saying to the reporter, in a dis- 
cussion of suicides on the bridge that “any 
man who really wanted to, could jump from 
the bridge.” 

‘IT can’t stop them when they are deter- 
mined,’* he said. 

At this moment, Harmon, accompanied 
by Sam Summerfield of the Hi! ghiands, and 
a retinue of nearly a dozen, drove up in an 
open wagon, stopping just west of the first 
water plier. 

The young man who had walked by the 
officer began to gesticulate wildly, and 
broke into a run. The next warning the 
officer had was a long, brilliantly white- 
washed board waving inthe air. Then the 
officer caught on, but he was a hundred 
yards away, and there was plenty of time 
for the jum 

The board was run out over the edge of 
the bridge. Harmon leisurely climb out 
of the wagon and walked over to the board. 
Everybody on the bridge, the officer in- 
cluded, ran_ toward the spot, expecting to 
witness a daring jump. Harmon divested 
himself of his coat and cap and climbed. 
over the railing. Just then a tug and a 
scow poked their noses under the bridge 
but a hundred feet west of where Harmon 
was standing onm the board.; This seemed 
to give a good excuse for further hesita- 


tion. 

[t was enough to give Officer Roberts 
time to arrive. He laid a hand on Harmon's 
arm and ordered him back. 

Harmon meekly climbed over the rall, 


put on his coat without a word and climbed 
into the wagon. His managers, coat-hold- 
ers, cap-holder and the rest of ‘his body- 
guard climbed in after him and the wagon 
was driven back to S8t. Louie. 

The half a hundred disappointed ones 
who had broiled for an hour in the fferce 
morning sun, groaned in chorus and left 
the scene.

Trissonieres Believes That Dreyfus’ 
" Hand Wrote It. 


M. Trissonieres followed. He said he ad- 
hered in all respects to his report dated 
Oct. 29, 1894, in which he expressed the 
opinion that the bordereau was the work 
of the writer of the documents seized at 
the prisoner’s residence. For purpose of 
comparison, the witness lengthily criticized 
the bordereau letter by letter, pointing out 
resembiances to the prisoner’s handwrit- 


ing. 

In eonclusion, M. Trissonieres said he 
thought it was impossible to find more 
tangible reasons than those which induted 
in him the bellef which he hoped the court 
would share. (Sensation.) 

Replying to the court, M. Trissonieres 
said he had not noticed the prisoner’s hand- 
writing was illegible and he had never seen 
the document dictated to Dreyfus.

M. Pelletier, another expert, prefaced his 
evidence by saying he desired to make a de- 
finite statement on the point upon wh.ch 
he was in entire disagreement with Gen. 
Mercier. The latter had testified that the 
witness refused to use certain documents 
submitted to him for comparison in com- 
mon with the other experts and sald he 
had been led to regard M. Pelletier’s work 
w.th some suspicion, because of certain 
incidents in which M. Pelletier being sum- 
moned to appear simultaneously in two dif- 
ferent courts had written to botn excusing 
mepnoete on the ground of attendance at the 
other. 

Gen. Mercier declared this seemed to him 
Suspicious of M. Pelletiers’ report in favor

Claims Bordereau Was Written in Dis- 
guised Hand. 


M. Couard, the official archivist and ex- 
pert in the Esterhazy case in 1897, then tes- 
tified that he was instructed by Maj.

SENATOR \.ORGAN SEES CROOKED 


Senator Morgan says there will be no expansion issue in the 
next national campaign, because we have already expanded. 
The only question for debate now, he says, is the form of 
government to set up in the Philippines. 

It is true that the Paris treaty placed the Spanish title to the 
Philippines in the hands of the United States. But “a solemn 
treaty’ is not always the finality that Senator Morgan seems 
to think it is. Solemn treaties do not confirm wrongs. Do we 
want to renew by conquest a title originally obtained by con- 
quest and practically lost? Do we want imperial colonies re- 
tained by force? Can our republican government survive such 
a condition? 

The form of rovernment to be given the Philippines Is a big 
issue. So far President McKinley has offered them only the 
government of a colonial dependency without hope of inde- 
pendence or of entrance into the union of States. If we are 
to offer them something better would it not be wise to make 
the offer a means of ending the war and thus avoid the dis- 
honor of carrying on a war of conquest under the pretense 
of restoring order?

WOMEN UNDERSTAND BUSINESS. 


Women will be delighted to hear, from the cashier of a large 
New York bank, that they are quite as business like as men. 

“When a woman is opening an account for the first time,”’ 
says this banker, “has never done anything of the kind before, 
and is ignorant of banking regulations, she necessarily must 
ask questions, and naturally feels a little awkward. But it 
is noticeable that after our method of doing business has once 
been explained’, and any points upon which she was uncertain 
made clear, she seldom makes an error. The men depositors 
are quite as likely to make careless or foolish mistakes as 
the wornen.” 

This is encouraging to women. Their incapacity has been 
taken for granted so long that many of them have come 
to believe in it religiously. 

But the evidence of this banker gives color of truth to the 
claim made by the advocates of woman's equality and happily 
for them conditions are now giving women the opportunity 
to show their mettle in all respects.

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THE ORIGIN OF THE BORDEREAU, 


In his review of the Dreyfus case in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch Mr. F. W. Lehmann points out that it has never been 
proven that the bordereau was found in Col. Schwartzkoppen’s 
waste basket, and at the trial in 1894, as well as in the cur- 
rent proceedings, nobody seems to have asked who delivered it 
to the war oftice. 

As everything rests finally upon the authenticity of this pa- 
per it apears inexplicable to an American observer that its 
origin was not first established. Resting upon mere hearsay 
it would not be considered for a moment in an American or 
English court. 

But this omission is characteristic of the Dreyfus affair, 
which is utterly without coherence or logic. As it proceeds upon 
no known law or reasonable plan, so its conclusion may be as 
irrational as its beginning. 
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When the Chicago Drainage Canal is opened St. Louis’ 
drinking water will not cnly be polluted by the enormous 
flow of Chicago sewage, but with the filthy dredgings from 
the Chicago River which Chicago is dumping in the lake and 
which will be sucked back into the river by the flow from the 
lake.

After the match Ives went into business, 
and upon Carter's request for a return 
match granted it in 1892. Carter was agaln 
defeated. It was Ives’ desire to get a 
match with S'osson. March 19, 1892. Ives 
met Schaefer and the pupil defeated the 
tutor. Siosson had chal enged the w nner. 
and accordingly, Ives and Slosson met. 
Ives won, 800 points to 488. 

Ives was born in Plainwell, Mich.. Oct. 5. 
1866, and when but 8 years of age attracted 
attention because of his accuracy tin pool 
and biliiards on the table of resort in h's 
native town. He sought flelds that wou!d 
bring him renown when quite young, and 
says that his first public game of any im- 
portance was played in a tournament held 
-n 1883 from Nov. 26 to Dec. 8 The young 
man finished fifth. The man who was 
destined to command the attention of two 
continents was then in the employ of ‘‘Stu- 
dent’’ Slosson, one of the famous bDilliard- 
ists of the country.
